Thé procession was one of sacred sol- 
emnity and beauty. Thousands of per- 
sons crowded the streets, along which 
it-passed--and-viewed it with feelings 
of sorrow and pride. 

In advance of the procession was* a 
wide platoon of police followed by the 
band, and then the various companies 
of state militia of Lawrence, and then 
Stephen J. Ryan Camp, Spanish War 
Veterans, under Commander John T. 
Barrett. 

The Lawrence Veteran Drum Corps 
was next in order. Following these 
younger, more energetic patriots, were 
the comrades of Needham post. Some 
of these were borne in carnages and 
barges, while some of the more sturdy 
marched in line. 

Interest and reverance naturally 
tended toward the older veterans in the 
barges and at every point of the march 
rousing cheers rose’ especially for 
those, disabled and venerable as they 
are. 

As usual the prettiest feature of the 
procession was the large number of 
wagons filled to their utmost capacity 
with the floral offerings of the surviv- 
ing comrades. 

After the flowers had béen placed on 


the mounds of the departed the veter-.|. 


“Imbibéd “the lemonade _ that 
was dispensed with.free hands at the 
entrance to the cemetery. This feature 
of the occasion is never omitted, and 
it tends to refresh all who have taken 
a part in the decorating of graves. 

Late in the afternoon the line was 
re-formed and the_return-march taken 
up. The return was made by Manches- 
ter street to Broadway, to Essex street, 

to Needham hall, where dismissal was 
made. In passing to Needham hall the 
veterans passed beneath an arcn form- 
ed by two lines of policemen with up- 
lifted. billies.. The following was the 
route taken to the cemeteries: Line 
form on Lawrence street, right resting 
on Haverhill street; Haverhill street 
to Franklin street, to Cross street (halt 
of five minutes) to Manchester street, 
to G. A. R. lot. 

On the G. A. R. lot where are buried 
unknown veterans, was placed a beau- 
tiful tribute of flowers, a gift from 
Needham Relief Corps. 

’ The oration of Rev. Mr. Williamson in 
part was as follows: 

“We have met here this afternoon to 

- aid in keeping green the memory of the 
people, the sacrifices made by the 
dead, and Bome of the living for the 
land we love, in the darkest days of 
history. There is a growing supersti- 
tion among our people that ideals have 
a miraculous way of entering the lives 
of the people of a corporate body. If 
there are any who are able to dispel 
this superstition, they.are the men Into 
whose eyes -I am looking this after- 
noon. ; ee 
“History, is somewhat like a ceme- 
tery; a good place for meditation, put 
a poor place to live. 

“There is another idea that the unt- 
versal suffrage is a panacea for all 
evils. Meh are trying an experiment 

-er-this’continent, tt ts ae 
ment and few see ge dangers In it. 
That is self government. It is a pa- 
thetic thing, that inside of 30 years ar- 
ter the fires of wars have been put out, 
that the colored man has been disfran- 
chised in several of the Southern states 
and only a whisper of protest heard. 
If it is taken from the colored: people 
of the South, it should be taken from 
the ignorant and shiftless tn the North. 
In the name of justice let-us apply the 
same rule to the North, the South, the 
East and the West. 

“We are learning the necessity for a 
naore practical application of education 
in our lives, Is education in this re- 
public fitting the masses for life? Is 
the school able to fit the boys and girls 
to grasp for themselves the question of 
physical heaith, of earning their living 
in practical contact with the world? 

“There 4% another danger, growing 
darker, more painful, and hblighting 
every day; that is, that what man has 
is more than what he is; that he should 
be known by the dollar sign, rather 
than by the cross, This not only.ap- 
plies to New York and Newport, but 
is blighting the lives of 70 per cent of 
our people. Wealth is a power. A man 
is a fool who does not recognize that, 
but ‘that is not all. If happiness does 
not enter into your wealth you never 
will be blessed. 

“There is another shadow, the shad- 
ow of political corruption. Once we 
used to be owned by great ideals, now 
we are ruled by the great corporations. 
A dog wouldn’t have to work hard to 
live up to the ideals of some political 
parties,” 

“Another shadow there is, and that 
is the blighting shadow cast on hu- 
manity by the rich. Itis time to apply 
the gospel to the rich and time to 
preach it now. If there are any on the 
face of the earth who should further 
€hristianity, itis you who have been 
on the danger line. 

“The most iburning. question now 
before this republic is, “Is the working 
man getting his legitimate share of the 
wealth which he aids in creating " Lin- 
coln said that the country could not 
live,_one part- free the otner stave. f£ 
go farther-and say that one part can- 
not be educated and the other ignorant, 
nor the one part wealthy and the other 
in_need. You men have fought the 
battles of the Republic, and there is no 
class of men who should be so strenu- 
ously working! for the ideals of life 
than you.”

The prospects for Memorial Day did 
not look very promising Saturday morn- 
ing, as a fine, drizzling rain was_ falling, | 
but before the day was oyer it proved to 
be one of the most glorious, both in | 
weather and events, that Andover has | 
had for some time. 

At 8 o'clock the following line of 
march was taken up on Essex street, at

“The civil war is the greatest struggle 
this country has ever been through; the 


notable people have had their great ef- 
fect on the country, but the soldier has 
fired and filled it with patriotism which 
will never die. We have had great les- 
sons and we ought not to forget. our ex- 
periences, but above all we should never 
forget those who have done and died. 
The lessons of the civil war should stir: 
us all to the depths of our souls. 

“The first lesson is the demand for sac- 
rifices and the way to meet these de- 
mands. All causes 
and"6n the altar of the civil=War-was 
jaid over a niillion lives. When the 
call came for troops, the response from 
the northern meh and boys was ‘Here 
am I, send me!" (Applause)* 

“Another lesson.of the war was the 
value of _brave—ventures—The seige of 
Vicksburg by Grant, was the venture. of 
a brave man and it-was-made against the 
advice of all prominent military men.

“When Sheridan came’ back to his army 
at that critical moment in the Shenan- 
doah Valley, he brought no more men 
but he did bring a tremendous amount 
of enthusiasm which so affected the men 
that they turned and swept the enemy 
from the field.” (Applause) 

The third lesson that Mr, Ewer found 
in the civil war was belief in divine as- 
sistance, and he illustrated this with an- 
ecdotes from the life of Lincoln, and 
in closing, he said that Ameriea has now 
a great place'in the world, and the man- 
ner in which We should keep’ that place 
was to stand true to our motto, “Union 
and: liberty, one evermore.” (Applause) 

The audience then joined the quartet 
in singing ‘‘America.”

The thoughtful citizen of ‘*Methuen 
and of the Andovers” who has stood on 
the water tower and seen how cramped 
is the situation of our neighbor Law- 
rence—the student of the map of Merri- 
mac Valley, who has watched the 
spreading of Lowell down river and the 
advance from the sea of the Havertill

In the sec- 
ond float, also representing a mill, but 
of the later date was set up and in full 
operation a Draper power loom. The 
motive power was furnished by a gas- 
oline engine... These two were certainly 
very appropriate to the occasion as they 
portrayd most distinctly the progress 
that has been made in this special di- 
rection, and at .1¢ same time this is 
one of. the parti lar factors which : f- 
fect the history and progress of the 
city.

FIRST MODERATOR OF TOWN 
MEETING. 


Wm. D. Lamb, M. D., was -born in 
Charlton, Worcester county Massachu- 
setts June 16th, 1824, son of Dan Lamb, 
M. D., of Charlton. He practiced med- 
icine for 58 years in same town: Ar- 
rived-in Essex New City via Boston to 
South Andover, thence by ‘Methucn & 
Andover stage to Essex New City, the 
driver bene D. Morrison.» 

He received instruction in Boston and 
tuition for three years and nine months 
Instruction in Massachusetts General 
hospial with Jacob Bigelow, in his 
term of service as physician and sur- 
geon, instruction in Massachusetts 
General Hospital with John B. s. 
Jackson for the same length of time. 
During his term of service in:same hos- 
pital he studied Morbid An my, out- 
side and in hospital.

He ‘wis’ admitted to Massachusetts 
Medical Society in Boston when Jacob 
Bigedow was president and C, G, Put- 
nam secretary, his certificate being dat- 
ed Jan. 27, 1847. He, unable to find 
a= Suitable office in, Essex New City, 
did_not_open_same,_until Xmas eve, 
1846 and that evening received his first 
call to the residence of Chas 8. Stor- 
row. 

Dr. Lamb was elected to the fol- 
lowing offices on the first day’s town 
meeting and duly qualified moderator 
cn the first day or the day of election 
of all town offices. All busines: but 
financial articles and other ~ business 
was adjourned to a future date and the 
moderator for second day was selected 
to fill the place of the first moderator, 
William Dan Lamb. 


Was elected on same first duy a 
meinber Of the school committee and 
invited Horace Mann, of the State 


Board of Education, who gave us his 
system of graded schools, then in use 
in the state. Professional business pre- 
vented him from serving 2nd. year and 
the system of graded schools was plac- 
ed in the hands of Rev. Henry F. Har- 
rington, of the school committee. 

At same ffrst day was elected on 
board of health and adopted rules and 
regulations for town of Lawrence. In 
1859 was elected 4 common counciIman 
for ward two, and also chosen president 
of the council for that year, In 1847 
was appointed town physictan. 

During the month of May In same 
year immigrants from Ireland came to 
town of Lawrence by shiploads. As 
the passengers of the ships were infect- 
ed with the ship fever, or typhus fever, 
it became necessary to improvise hos- 
pitals. Two or three ,,houses called 
‘“‘blackhouses,”” near the _ icehouse, 
and other building and a shed on the 
present site of the almshouse were 
erected. The town of Lawrence cared 
for at these hospitals, 1400 cases, during 
the epidemic and outside for 20 more, 
fourteen hundred under his care alone 
at the hospitals, occuping much of his 
time, In winter of 1848 he was surnmon- 
ed by committee of legislature to givean 
account of the services, and gave evi- 
dence of the town of Lawrence caring 
for 1600. One of the committee asked 
what compensation was received. Dr. 
Lamb's answer was $30.00 for the year. 
A motion Was made to pay the town of 
Lawrence $1600.00 for remuneration for 
care of 1600 patients, An amendment 
was made to pay the town $1600.00 pro- 
vided they pay Dr. Wm.
